Consequently, no opinion will be 
fomnulated with respect to novelty, inventive step of industrial applicability with respect 
to claim 23.

2. The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new for the following reasons: 

Document D1 (see col 5, lines 13-44; fig. 1) discloses: 

A locking mechanism [mortise lockset 1 1] for use with at least one door and/or 
window of a structure, the mechanism (11) comprising at least one operating 
handle [inside door handle (not shown) and outside door handle (41)] and at least 
one electrical operating device [remote control operated motorized actuator (10)]. 
Consequently, the features of claim 1 are known from D1 . 
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2.1 The locking mechanisms described in D2 to D6 disclose also ail the features of 
claim 1 and they are also novelty destroying document for claim 1 . 

3. Dependent claims 2-7, 9-1 1 . 1 8, 1 9, 24 and 25 do not appear to contain any ad- 
ditional features which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they 
refer, meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty, because the 
subject-matter of these claims is also known in combination from the cited 
documents D1-D6. 



4. Dependent claims 8, 1 2r1 7, 20-22 do not seem to contain any additional features 
which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the PCT with respect to inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) as 
these features are already known from the cited documents or are merely a matter 
of normal design procedure. 
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
